Lsaviogaehool 
he studied medicine, until be made tbe 
disoovery, which every gifted man makea 
tome time or other, that hU specialty was 
his destined profession. This must have 
been early, for he published his first work 
in <1835, when be was eighteen, and at the 
same bine was contributing illustrations 
to i • newspaper 
His earliest subjects 


wen drawn from London streets, sad 
comprised social scenes and characters 
grotesque and odd. For some ye&n he 
had to encounter up-hill work, laboring 
hard for small pa;; bnt bis genius assert- 
ed itself as the years went on. He drew 
better and observed better aa be grew 
older, and into all bis pictures, however 
ill or well paid, be put careful work. 


In 1841 was published the first number 


of Punch, and John Leech's connection 
with it dates from its beginning. His 
first picture occupied a full page, on the 
7th of August It was full of humorous 
appreciation and harmless satire, mingling 
truth with caricature in a way peculiar 
to himself. From that date he was the 
leading artist oa the staff of that well- 
known journal, and constantly embellished 
its pages wi'b. products of his facile pencil 
•no inexhaustible imagination. 


In private life Mr. Leech possessed the 


game kindly spirit that prevades his pic- 
tures. A thorough gentleman by satun, 
he was generous, affable and hospitable, 
beloved by a large circle of friends, and 
the idol of his family. Daring bit last 
few yean he was subject to the nervous 
irritation of an invalid, and wss oneof the 
nnmbtrlest victims to the noisy nniaanoes 
which make night in London a purgatory 
to the afflicted. 
He worked on, however, 


through all his pains and agitations, and 
died suddenly October 29,18G4. On the 
following Friday he was borne by hi* 
friends and fellow-worker* to his grave in 
Kanssl Green Cemetery, aad laid by the 
grave of bis old schoolmate Thackeray. 


L.eech seemed to hare been entirely his 


own teacher. Bearing this in mind, his 
capacity for portraying every subject, and 
his accuracy of delineation are marvelloue.

Bverr building oa tbe (path was consumed.' 
At Williamson's shingle mill ever; thing 
was burned and a moat awful'deatrnotion 
of human lifo ensued. 
Oat of eighty 


persons at the mill fifty-seven were burned 
10 death. The few survivors tell a hor- 
rible tale of the scene at this terrible holo- 
ooust 
After the firs forty-five bodies 


were fonnd in a potato patch in tha centre 
of the clearing. Other bodies were found 
scattered around, some in wells, many riia- 
igured in a tumble manner, iu eome cases 
aeyond recognition. The great destruc- 
tion ws8 but the woik of fifteen minutes, 
and the same tornado that burned up 
Pfshtigo and 1,200 
human beings. A 


number of other losses of life aro reported 
in other places.

Canada Oil Fields. 


Editors Morning Herald: - 


Every practical oil operator desires to 


learn what he can of other fields than 
those which are the scenes of his own la- 
bors. With a view of meeting that de- 
sirs I send yon an outline of a few days 
of recent observations in Canada. 


TUB EXTENT 


of the field ia [very great if we include 
every place where any oil ia found. Beck- 
oning in that way, a district of two hun- 
dred square miles would not more than 
cover it 


Host of these places, however, present 


only oozings from limestone rocks, such 


occur in rations other places in the 


world unconnected with quantities of any 
practical value. 


The region of value, as developed by 


actual borings to this time, and the exist- 
ence of the proper rock, is confined to the 
western part of the Dominion, and extends 
frem near Lake Ecie to Like Huron, and 
from the St. Clair river eastward seventy- 
five miles or more; thns being about fifty 
miles north and south by, gay, one hun- 
dred east and west. It» outside lines are 
somewhat irregular, but suob is the gen- 
eral range of it. The part of practical 
value 
is, thus 
far, limited to the 


"Oarniferous Limestone" (<o called from 
containing nodules of flint resembling a 
harp), and which is most'y confined to the 
southern part of Canada. 


slate. Many of the-fossils, however, us 
the same; and the oil wells of each belt ng 
to the aame geological formation (tie De- 
vonian) with this difference—that the oil 
of that part of Pennsylvania is found in 
tha upper series of the formation, while 
that of Canada is fonnd in the lowest 


These last facts give rise to interesting 


scientific question?, which we cannot dis- 
cuss for want o! space, and therefore speak 
next of the

of the oil. It is rather unpleasant, and 
arises from toe solphor and other sub- 
stances often found,in limestone. Sul- 
phuric acid occurs occasionally, in th» 
water, corroding tools and tubing, and 
sulphuret of iron ia found in the rook. It* 
decompositiona and reoompositions are 
taken up by the oil. 
An English deodor- 


izing process, called Allen'*, is now effect- 
ually used.

of the oil varies from 33° to 43° Bsaume. 
Refining produces about 80 pet cent of il- 
luminating Quid, with less benzine'and 
more tar than Pennsylvania oil. The 
color of crude is dark green, shading into 
black. Very little parafiua is deposited In 
pumping, and benzine in wella is rarely 
used.

Petrolia is about sixteen miles southeast of 
the outlet of Like Huron; Oil Springe 
seven miles aonth of that, and Bothwoll 
about thirty-five miles from that. 


Church Bun, near Titusville, present,t 


more oil business than is now being done 
;n Canada, though tho devolopemsnt in 
increasing and we'.la from fifty to one 
hundred barrels are not strange sights. 


THE SURFACE 


of the country abovu described is no&rly 
level, except where the ground descends 
to the bed of dtreamj, and being largely 
covered by a denee forest of hard-wood 
trees, is often wet and muddy, and, ia a 
rainy season, would wonderfully help a 
traveler to appreciate tbe 'Vlough of dee- 
pond." Time, muscle and money will 
however cure this, and while the timber 
now keeps out the drying process of the 
sun, it ia furnishing moat valuable fuel 
for the oil wells. 


Western Canada has no coal. The land 


descends gently to the southwest, and the 
general dip of all the rook formations is 
westerly. 


IN DBILLIKG, 


the first thing found is a yellow clay, and 
sometimes sandy soil, five to fifteen deep. 
Next, a compp.ct blue clay of eren consis- 
tency and appearance, from 30 to 100 
feet deep. 
This rests

stalactite 
formation, 
which 
seems 


to have been crystalized out of the water 
as it drained from the clay into the next 
bed below, which it composed of gravel 
from two to eight Seat thick. 


Next comes a slate rock (called Hamil- 


ton shale), usually fifteen thick, in tbe re- 
gion of good wells, and thinning out to 
nothing eastward. "We atop here just long 
enough to say that the surface weila, for- 
merly so productive, were found iu this 
grave], held down by the olay and thin 
limestone; and when, in digging, the pick 
broke through this thin shell, tbe oil and 
gas would ru&h np go rapidly the laborer 
would often be compelled literally to lUo 
for his lifo. 


No such wells are now producing. Tha 


oil in them doubtless came from tbe rock 
below, although eome enthusiastic men 
built castles in the air by attempting to 
describe how huge mountain ranges had 
once existed there, and then been swept 
away over into the United States, while 
the oil they contained bad settled down 
and kindly staid behind for the benefit of 
onr neighbor*. Tbe gas of oil, like good- 
ness, is elevating, and ia ever struggling 
upward with its precious charges of patro- 
lonm.
